Hat there is a God, and 


that he ought to be wor- 


ſhipped, are truths {o ge-. 


nerally diſcovered to the moſt 
brutiſh Heathens by -the meer 
light of nature,that no Chriftian 
ſurely ( who has this improved 
and advanced into a far greater 
light ) can in the leaft doubt of 
yielding his afſent thereunto. 
Being addrefling my ſelf there- 
fore to the Chriſtian only,I ſhall 
not pretend to offer at his con- 
viction in theſe points, left I 


ſhould ſeem toupbraid him with 


grofler ignorance and ſtupidity 
than has been uſually found in 
the very worſt amongſt the rank 
of Rational Souls. 

A 3 Hows- 
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However too many Chriſtians 
there are, who {-to the great 
ſhame of their moſt holy pro- 
feſlion.) do appear ſo wholly in- 
difterent and unconcerned for 


the worſhip of that God whom 


they ſeem to own and believe, 
that they would almoſt incline a 
truly charitable man with great 
peremptorineſs to . pronounce, 
That that Heathen-generation 
Ihall rife up zn judgment againſt 
them, and find it more tolerable 
zn the day of wrath. For as God 
has vouchſafed to give Chriſti- 
4ns better means to know, and 
greater. helps and encourage- 
ments to perform their duty ; ſo 
conſequently the neg'e&t of it 
maſt needs bring them into 
greater condemnation. 

 Befides, their danger is in- 
creaſed too, becauſe their fin is 
highly aggravated from thoſe

deep obligations which they 
laid upon themſelves, when at 
firſt in their Baptiſm they were 
denominated ſuch. For then 
they vowed a moſt ſolemn Yow, 
that they would worſhip God, and 
{erve him truly all the days of their 
life: ſo that their neglect here 
can be interpreted for no leſs 
then the vileſt perjury, and 2 


| breach of Covenant with God 


himſelf, and therefore will cer» 
tainly not only deprive them of 
all the benefits of that covenant, 
bnt alſo render them obnoxious 
to many more ſtripes. Doubtleſs | 
then no fincere Chriſtian 'wlÞ 
truly conſider this, without re- 
penting heartily of all ſuch fin- 
ful omiſfions, and reſolving ſe- 
riouſly for the future to be moſt 
conſtant and intent in the duty. 
Now the worſhip of God does 
chiefly conſiſt in our offering up 
A 4 to

to him Prayers, Praiſes, and 
Thankſgivings: and this muſt 
be performed by us all both in 
publick and private. So that nei- 
ther can the doing of it in pub- 
lick attone for the neglect of it 
in private, nor the private per- 
tormance onthe other hand any 
way excule the contempt of the 
publick. For as he who does his 
duty only in publick ſeems to 
aim at the praz/e of men more 
than the praz/e of God, and ſhall 
. Teceive no other reward: So he 

who forſakes the publick, ard 
thinks to approve himſelf unto 
God by his meer private and ſo- 
litary ſervices, ſhall find himſelf 
ſo far deceived, that in net hear- 
zng the Church which calls him ſo 
frequently and earneftly to his 
duty, he will render himſelf in 
the fight both of God and all 
good men as an Heathen gs 
Rn

Publican ; and after all his devo- 
ons, evidence himſelf to be of 
the number of thoſe ſinners 
whom God heareth not. 

For where the Service of an 
eftabliſhed Church is ſuch, that 
we may join in it without fin, all 
ſeparation from that Church is 
accounted by God as a moſt hei- 
nous tranſgreſſion ; and as many 
as ſhall wilfully and obſtinately 
perſiſt in it { howſoever elſe they 
pretend to worſhip him in pri- 
vate ) can have no juſt grounds 
to hope that they ſhall be ac- 
cepted of God, but may with 
more reaſon expect that he 
ſhould openly puniſh their open 
diſobedience, rather than ſo re- 
ward that half-obedience which 
he/eeth zn ſecret. We muſt there- 
fore duly and faithfully ſerve 
God, both publickly, in the 
Church ; and privately, in rhe 
Houſe, 
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Houſe, that is, as well ſecretly 
by our ſelves, as alſo more open- 
ly in our families, ( which tho' 
it ba Kind of publick Service 
too, yet I call it private in op- 
poſition to that more publick 
one of the Church ). 

Now no Church has ever yet 
made a better proviſion for the 
Service of God, than our good 
Mother the Church of England. 
For ſhe has provided a moſt com- 
plete form of /ound and wholeſom 
wor.;s, whereby we may indeed 
ſerve God acceptably with reve- 
renc. and godly fear. This ſhe 
has gathered for us, not from the 
Popiſl> Maſs ( as ſome have baſe- 
ly and fallly jnfinuated to make 
her odious ), but from the more 
early Liturgies of purer times. 
And where the cannot boaſt of 
fuch Antiquity,there ſhe recom- 


mends nothing to her Yotaries, 
but 
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The Profins: 


but what was either made or ap- 


proved by thoſe who were the 

reateſt enemies to Popery, and 
the beſt friends to our moſt glo- 
rious Reformation. Nay, what 
ſhe recommends { which is in- 
deed her greateſt honour ) is the 
very ſum and ſubſtance of Gods 
moſt holy Word. She exprefleth 
her ſelf for the moſt part in Scrþ- 
ture-language : And if at any 
time ſhe does not, even then ſhe 
cannot be charged with the leaſt 
contradiction againſt it ; but 
may boldly challenge all her E- 
nemies, and fay in the words of 
her dear Lord, Which of you con- 
vinceth me of ſin ? 

That this our Church then 
has moſt profitably and plenti- 
fully adminiſtred to the private 
as well as publick devotions of 
her children, is my defign to 
thew in theſe following ColleCi- 
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ons. For by theſe it will appear, 
that ſhe has not only /aboured to 
help our infirmities, and contri- 
buted to ſupply our private ne- 
ceſlities in all common and or- 
dinary caſes ; but that in moſt 
particular occurrences likewiſe, 
which are unuſual and extraor- 
dinary, ſhe has abundantly aſ- 
ſiſted us towards the due making 
of our humble ſupplications and 
thankſgivings unto God. 


To make good the T:tle-page 


then, and to prove the excellen- 
cy of that Companion which it 
applauds, I have borrowed from 
it ſuch prayers as may be ſuta- 
ble to our ſeveral conditions, 
not only common. , bunt ſpecial ; 
and to digeſt them into ſuch or- 
der and method, that they may 
be molt eafily ſublervient, both 
to our daily offices, and to our 
extraordinary devotions.

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any one hope to do this more 
effectually, than by obliging 
them all to be conſtant in tuch # 
heavenly devotions ? 

And now to farniſh them ac- 
cordingly with meet devotions, 
T haven the firſt place compoſed 
— Threediſtin& Services moſt pro- 
per for thoſe Three ſeaſons (viz. | 
Morning, Noon, and Night), | 
which Gods own word abun- : 


dantly teſtifies to have been ob- » 


ſerved by many of our Pious ! 
fore-runners in the faith, and in | 
which we may believe they are "| 
followed by many devout per- * 
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ſons, even now in our own age, |} 


though it bean age indeed of 
ſuch general looſeneſs and irre- 
lig10n. 

To theſe chiefly then ( and 
eſpecially to as many among 
theſe as are of the Church of Eng- 
land, and cannot bur admire the 
good- 
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Goodneſs, and reverence the 
Authority of their Mother ), I 
do moſt heartily recommend 
the Collection that I have made, 
not only promiſing my ſelf that 


/ I ſhall find them very accepta- 


ble to theſe, but promiſing them 
moreover that they ſhall find 
them highly beneficial and moſt 
uſeful to the deſigned end; and 
that becauſe they are moſt a- 
greeable to Gods word and will ; 
moſt plain, familiar, and wiſely 
adapted to the capacities of the 
meaneſt in each houſe; as alſo 
moſt comprehenſive of all their 


general wants. 


If the Maſter of the Family 
cannot read, let him impoſe th:s 
task upon ſome other; and if 
there be none in his Family that 
can, then may he do well either 
to learn himſelf, or to take care 
that ſome of them thall learn as

many of theſe Prayers as they 


are able, eſpecially of thoſe for 
Morning and Night, which be- | 
iug above half the ſame, and ? 
ſuch as they have often heard : 


before,and may again frequent- 
ly hear in the Church, will be 


more eaſily compaſſed, and bet- - 


ter fixed in their memories too. 


And ſo often at leaſt ſurely God *' 


ought to be openly worſhipped. 
in every Chriſtian Houſe, it be- 
ing very reaſonable that all the 
members thereof ſhouldbe cal- 
led together to yeild and pay to 
him boththeir firſt and laſt Ser- 
vice, who is indeed the Firſt and 
the Laſt. 

Nor canany Houſholder have 
cauſe to think that this will ex- 
hauft too much of his time, fince 
all the Three Services may be 
duly performed in leſs than the 


ſpace of one hour. And what 
| man-

manrer of perſon is he that will 
not allow ſo ſmall a parcel of 
time to the great Maſter both 
of Heaven and Earth, when he. 
ſhall believe it juſt and reaſon- 
able to demand ſo many hours 
ſervice in each day from thoſe 
that ſtand but in the ſamie Re- 
Jation to himſelf > 

I have but one thing more to 
adviſe him now in this Relati- 
on, which is that he wou'd en- 
Join all thoſe of his Family, with 
all ſubmiſſive reverence, to ſay 
Amen to every one of theſe 
Prayers. For by this means he 
will not only prevent the lleep- 
iag away their duty, and keep 
them attentive in it ; but make 
them give ſome teſtimony alſo 
of that fervent deſire, of that 
ſull aſſurance, and of that ſweet 
harmony and conſent which 

: A ought 
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ought to accompany their peti- 
tions to God. 

But theſe Prayers of which] 
have been ſpeaking, may eaſily 


become ſerviceable not only to 


the whole Family ſo met toge- 
ther in the Houſe, but alſo to 
every one by himſelf in his Clo- 
ſet, or ſecret retirement. For 
though they run all in the plu- 
ral number, yet with a very 
little change ( as by ſaying for 
Ie, Me for Us, and the like )} 
they may be fitly applied to the 
uſe of every fingle perſon. To 
give you an inſtance or two out 
of the Confeſſion at the begin- 
ning : Inſtead of We have erred, 
&c. ſay, I haveerred and ſtrayed 
from thy ways lihe a loſt Sheep s 
Inftead of, There 7s no health in 


- Us, ſay, an me; and inftead of, 


Spare thou them, &c. lay, Spare 
thou me, O God, who confeſs my 
; faults ; 
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faults : Reſtore thou me, that am 
penttent. And after this manner 
may any one, with the greateſt 
facility, right ly uſe moſt of theſe 
Prayers 1n his ſecret Devotions. 
Now this ſecret Devotion alſo 
is moſt ſtrictly required by God 


himſelf: and therefore let not 


' any one think that his moſt con- 
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ſtant attendance at Family- 
prayers, ſhall in the leaſt excuſe 
his neglect of this. And though 
theſe very prayers ſhall be daily 
uſed in the Houle, yet let not 
his affetation of variety ſhut 
them out of the Cloſet. For 
what though he prayed with 
them before? Did nor our bleſſed 
Saviour himſelf, in a very ſhort 
time, pray again and again, 


ſaying the ſame words > Matth. 


26. 44. 
Beſides, though the words be 


the ſame, yet now he may uſe 
a 2 them 
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them after a much different 
manner as to the very things 
for which he either prays, or re- 
turns thanks to God. For now 
he may apply them to his own 
private condition, bring them 
cloſe home to the concerns of 
his own Soul; and enlarge him- 
felt into particulars, whereas 
before he was bound up to gene- 
ral expreſſions. How this may 
be done, I ſhall not direc in this 
place, but refer him ro the Notes 
upon the Prayers themſelves. 
Beſides theſe Three Services, 
which are propoſed to the good 


Chriſtian for his conſtant dazly 


Sacrifice, T have likewiſe collect- 
ed ſeveral other occaſional De- 
votions, which he may either 


Join to the former, or uſe apart 


as he pleaſes. And to what ſpecial 
purpoſes theſe will ſerve, the 
Contents ſhall ſhew. 

I have 
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T have but one thing more tp 
add concerning theſe Prayers, 
which is, that they are not only 
as full and clear, as ſignificant 
and expreſſive of our general 
needs, as any Form whatſoever 
can be; but alſo that they are 
as valuable and conſiderable as 
any for their Authority, being 
the words of the moſt glorious 
and perfect amongſt the Reforms 
ed Churches: and that we have 
the greateſt reaſon to believe, 
that God who has ſo often ap- 
peared in the defence of this 
Church,and ſhewn himſelf from. 
time to time ſo eminently gra- 
cious in her wonderful preſerva- 
tion, is alſo well pleaſed with 
her pious Devotions, which ſhe 
offers up to Him only in the 
Name of his beloved Son,in whom 
He has declared himſelf te be 
well pleaſed,
